It’ seems from the atutement of the 
people who were on lonrd the sbip, that after 
the-accident, ebe drifted up to a quarter to 12, 
when she struck upon a rock near the Oapsing- | 
moos and immediately M. Dauiel, the second 
tite, swam with a rope to the shore and Laying 
mude it faat, the crew were enabled to go ashore 
as stated yesterday. The Captain seemg to 
bave. bebaved bimeclf. cost bravely and to 
bave thoroughly preserved big. presence of 
mind, having: jnst.-before. taking “ bold of 
the ‘ropa  bimeelf,. sent .on’ before him a 
package of rum. He then. seized the rope, 
but’ tad searcaly- dona ao, when be lost his 
jold, The only -xplunation that can be thought 
of is either that the rope burnt bis bands or 
that be must have fainted. Paul Daniel, the 
officer’ who had-taken the rope.asliore, und two 
of the men, seving tho Captain full in to the 
water, at once plunged in. after him, but wore. 
unsuccessful’ in their ~erdesvour to rescue 
him. They “landed on 9 ewall islet and were 
brvught back yesterdxy morning in aumpana. 
There had scarcely been time to leave the ship, 
before she was broken in pieces, and the unfr- 
tuvate sailors huve landed with only what wae 
on them.
